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INTRODUCTION. 


History  of  the  Name  of  Adams,  Adam,    Adamch,  Adame    and 

Adames. 


The  family  name  of  Adams  is  very  common  in  Eng^land  and 
America.  It  occurs  imder  five  different  forms,  namely:  Adam, 
Adame,  Adames,  Adamch  and  Adams. 

Under  the  Norman  conquest  m  1067  we  find  the  name  Phil- 
ipo  Adam  and  Johanus  xVdam.  In  1x41  under  the  influence  of  the 
Norman  conquest  we  find   Jacobus   Adam.     In    the   old    Norman  ..-; 

pronunciation  the  accent  would  seem  to  be  on    the    first    "  A  "   as  j 

Ada.m;  in  the  Saxon  on  the  second  "  A  "  as   Adarn.     The  soft  sound  I 

of  "s  "  in  the  Anglo-Saxon  was  not   common,   more    frequentlv  a  : 

soft  "c  h  "  as  Adamch.     Hence  the  various  spelling-s  would    indi-  ; 

cate  the  same  pronunciation.  1 

The  name  of  Adam  and  Adame  were  widely    disseminated  iri  ' 

the  13th   and   14th  centuries    throughout    the   principal    parts   of  >' 

England  where  the  Saxon  and  Norman  element  was   established.  i 

It  would  appear  by  the  "  Chronicles  of  Kent  "  that    the    "  s  "    was  I 

added  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII. 

In  the  memoirs  of  the  Earl  of  Warwick  or  Warwic  and  also  in 
the  history  of  Canterbury  the  name  Adame  is  referred  to  as  a  time  i 

honored  name  among  "  Yc  yeoman  of  ye  lanJ  in  ye  hno  countries,  etc.  ! 
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The  "  low  countries  "  referred  to  the  Netherlands  (  see  history 
of  Canterbury  pa<Tfe  141,  Westminster,  1791.)  In  the  year  141 7  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  V,  in  consequence  of  a  new  invasion  of 
France,  the  Duke  of  Burgundy  and  his  partisans  became  involved 
in  a  disagreement  which  caused  an  insurrection  of  the  people. 
One  Lile  Adam  one  of  the  Duke's  captains,  with  Jacobus  and 
Jahanus  Adam,  incited  the  people  to  revolt  against  their  tyrranical 
oppressors,  in  consequence  of  which  the  people  became  riotous 
and  disorderl}'  ;  destruction  of  property  followed,  murders  were 
committed,  etc.  In  14 19  the  Duke  of  Burgundy  was  mnrdered. 
(seeDavid  Hume's  History  of  England,  Packard's  edition,  Vol.  2, 
page  70. ) 

It  will  be  noticed  in  reviewing  English  history  that  the  name 
Adame  and  Adam>  appear  in  connection  with  these  events,  show- 
ing conclusiveh"  that  the  name  Adams  is  a  derivation  from 
Adam,  Adame,  Adamch,  Adames.  etc. 

In  the  reign  of  Henry  \'II  in  consequence  of  a  mixture  of 
adverse  national  elements  a  change  was  evolving  in  style  of  dress 
and  deportment,  spelling  of  words  and  pronunciation  of  them, 
grammatical  terms,  also  in  manners  and  customs  of  the  people. 
Hence  I  assume  these  are  reasonable  causes  for  the  slight  change 
in  the  name  and  pronunciation  of  the  word  Adams. 

Dismissing  the  question  of  similiarity  of  names  and  pronun- 
ciation of  them  I  will  now  proceed  to  investigate  whether  these 
names  are  connected  together  by  one  ancestral  chain  or  not:  that 
there  are  missing  links  in  the  chain  is  self-evident.  The  absence 
of  dates  constitutes  these  missing  links  but  these  details  could  not 
be  expected  in  English  history.  Therefore  I  will  investigate  in  a 
general  way. 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  IV  the  name  Robert  Adame 
appears  in  the  insurrection,  at  Yorkshire,  as  a  follower  of  Sir 
Henry  Nevil  in  146S.  In  the  reign  of  Richard  III  in  14S3  the 
name  Edward  Adame  appears  as  a  follower  of  Henry,  Earl  of 
Richmond.  In  the  reign  of  Henry  VII  in  14SS  the  name  Ph  1- 
ipo  Adams  appears.  According  to  our  family  record  and  tradition. 
Philipo  Adams  crossed   the    Bristol   channel   to   Glamorganshire, 
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South  Wales,  and  married  Hilpa  Anderson  and  returned  to  Kent 
but  there  is  no  date  to  this.  The  similiarity  of  names  of  Nathan- 
iel Adam's  children  would  indicate  this,  namely:  Philip  and 
Hilpa  A.  As  the  primitive  inhabitants  of  Wales  were  of  Celtic 
origin,  the  name  Ililpa  Anderson  would  not  seem  to  be  of  that 
element,  it  would  rank  more  with  the  Danes  and  Northmen.  That 
they  came  to  Wales  is  quite  evident  from  the  fact  that  they 
were  a  seafaring-  people  and  even  reached  our  New  England  co.xst. 
as  is  claimed,  before  the  loth  century.  On  general  conclusions 
I  assume  that  Nathaniel  was  a  descendant  from  the  Norman  and 
Saxon  line  of  Adams  or  Adame.

The  family  name  Evarts  is  no  doubt  derived  from  Evers  or 
Everts.  Evarts  in  the  common  way  of  pronunciation  retains  the 
sound  of  t\  The  A  is  lost  in  Enijlish  history.  The  death  of  Ralph 
Evers  and  his  cousin  Bryon  Latoum  at  the  battle  of  Ancram  in 
1545  and  the  defeat  of  their  hosts  and  devastation  of  the  country 
caused  a  change  in  dialect  spelling'  and  pronunciation  of  words, 
etc.  (See  Rahway's  Pronouncing-  Dictionary,  page  61.  Westmin- 
ster, 179S.  See  also  Chronicles  of  Canterbury,  chapt.  3,  sec.  9, 
1749.)  Evers  became  Everts.  The  following  verse  is  taken  from 
a  collection  of  simple  old  sailor  songs  printed  about  1570  :

There  is  great  obscurity 
here  and  no  doubt  some  errors.  It  is  recorded  on  quite  good 
authority  that  his  father  was  a  half  brother  to  Benjamin  ist,  who 
came  to  America  m  169 1  and  that  the  name  was  ^^lerrill  in  Eng- 
land. It  is  stated  in  the  Colonial  Register,  page  91,  that  the  Mer- 
rills came  in  the  ship  "  Mary  and'John  "  in  16S1  and  were  intermar- 
ried with  the  Merriman  family.  It  is  also  stated  that  Ruth  Mer- 
rill married  Xoel  Adams  of  the  presidential  line  and  died  at  the 
age  of  112  years.  This  statement  would  seem  to  involve  other  dis- 
crepancies ;  on  general  conclusions  there  is  a  missing  link  to  com- 
plete the  ancestral  chain.  According  to  Dr.  John  Merriman's 
record  under  date  of  iScg,  he  married  Martha  Beach  in  Guilford. 
in  17 18  and  it  also  records  his  birth  at  Bristol,  Conn.;  was  Captain  of 
troops  and  died  in  1751.
